These wore se- 
rere repulses; but at last the difficulty was sur- 
mounted. Mr. Mallet offered it to Mr. Millar, afters 
wards bookseller in the Strand, who, without making 
mny scruples, readily printed it. For some time Bfr. 
Miliar had reason to believe that he should be a loser 
hy his frankness ; for the impression lay like waste 
paper on his hands, few copies being sold, till by an 
accident its merit Avas discovered. One Mr. Whately, 
• man of some taste in letters, but peifccUy cuthu8i> 
attic in the admiration of any thing which pleased him* 
happend to cast his eyes upon it ; and, finding some- 
tiiii^ whidi delighted him, perused the whole, not 
widiout growing astonishment, that the poem should 
be unknown, and the author obscure.

merit. 6udi heretofore was the fate of the great 
Milton, whose works were only to be found in the li- 
bnoies of the curious, or judicious few, till Addoon's 
remarks spread a taste for them ; and atleogdi it be* 
onne unfiuhionable not to have read them.

St can never be out of season : they will at least re- 
nmin a monument of that love of his country, that 
devotion to the public, which he is ever inculcatinar 
as the perfection of virtue, and which none ever felt 
more pure or more intense than himself. 

Our audior*s poetical studies were now to be inter- 
rupted, or rather improved, by his attendance on tlie 
Honourable Mr. Charles Talbot on his travels. With 
this accomplished young nobleman, Mr. Tliomson vi- 
sited most of the courts and capital cities of Europe, 
and having staid abroad about three years, returned 
with his views greatly enlarged ; not of exterior na- 
ture only, and the works of art, but of human life and 
manners, their connections, and their religious insti- 
tutions. How particular and judicious his obscerva- 
tions were, we see in his poem of Liberty, begun soon 
after his return to England. We see at the .s:unc time, 
to what a high pitch the love of his country wa<i 
Fused, by tlie comparisons he had all along been 
TTfti^wg of our happy, well-poised government, with 
tiiose of other nations. To inspire his fellow-subjects 
with the like sentiments ; and to shew them by what 
means the precious freedom we enjoy may \\e pre- 
served, and how it may be abused or lost ; he em- 
jrioyed two years of his life in composing that noble 
work ; upon which, conscious of the importance and 
dignity of the subject, he valued himdelf more than 
apon all his other writings. 

While Mr. Thomson was writing the first part of 
this poem, he received a most severe shock, by the 
deatii of his noble friend and fellow-traveller, in the 
ytar 1T34, idiich was soon followed by another that 
was severer still, and of more general concern, the 
death of Lord Talbot himself ; which Mr. Thomson so 
pathetically and so justly laments in the poem dedL- 
cated to his memory.

Yet could not his genius be depressed, or his temper 
hurt, by this reverse of fortune. He resumed with time 
Ids usual cheerfulness ; nor did he abate one artide in 
his way of Uving, which, though simple, was genial and 
degunt. Mr. Millar was always at hand to answer, or 
even to prevent his demands, cmd he had a firiend or two 
besides, whose hearts, he knew, were not contracted by 
the ample fortimes they had acquired ; who would of
